I didn't get a round tuit to answer your note ystdy, but here I go 
now. 

I've had 2 SX-117's, several SX-101(&A)'s, one SX-115. At the moment 
I have one of each. Time flies, I find that it's been 5 yrs since I wrote 
a comparison of the 3, and have an MSWord file which I'll send to you and 
anyone who'd like it. (abt 50kb) It was posted to the Hallicrafters list 
on 06 Apr 2000.

Get a small dowel easy to hold: 3/8 inch to 5/8 inch in diameter. 

Drive a small drill into it on the end, so the smooth end of the drill is 
out. Size the drill to make pigtails with the right inner diameter for 
your component leads. 


I may have a better explanation somewhere. A fancier version uses a 1/4 or 
5/16 inch metal threaded standoff with a groove filed on the end and a 
screw to hold the piece of drill in place. A curved tool handle of wood is 
a nice touch if you can find one. Two tools with different sized drill 
pieces is nice but not needed.

Frank, 


I orginally started the thread, not John. The requirement was to adjust IF 
transformers which had not apparently been adjusted since the radios were built 
in late '44 or early ‘45. The elegent solution turned out to be a brief 

blast of superheated air applied at the top of the slug below the surface of the 
beeswax, which vaporised the beeswax and blew it out of the hole. 


Comments about cracked slugs were in reference to the consequences of 

attempting to remove the wax mechanically, or of attempting to adjust the slugs 
without removing any of the wax. An unfortunately common situation when someone 
else has been into the radio. 


The solvent comments were because I thought I remembered something from the 
50's used for the purpose. But that apparently turns out not to be the case. 


I think that should do it for the beeswax thread. Thanks to all who 
responded.

A very nice presentation, Al. I would argue one point, however. To me, 
installing a component by the pigtail method "destroys" the original 
workmanship. Or rather, it alters the original workmanship. Completely 
removing the original component lead wires from terminals, risky as it may 
be, is the only way to preserve a sense of the original workmanship. But 
being the individuals we are, a bit of artistic license creeps into our work 
so to me it's a moot point. If your own choice of method produces a 
reliable repair and it's not too hard to look at, that's the method to use

SP hited I think I did see a mention of a particular solvent earlier in this 
thread - was it Xylene? 

Anyway, give toluene a try. Methyl-ethyl-ketone might also do the job. All 
these are 

rather dangerous in confined quarters. 


The problem with strong solvents is they can disolve the coil form or the 
glues used to fabricate it. If a solvent must be used the weakest possible 
solvent that may do the job should be used. Start with simple mineral 
spirits allowing time to soak. Try naptha next if something stronger is 
called for. Maybe denatured alcohol. You get the idea.

It may be that the apparent capacitance is being altered by moisture 
formation on the cap. You could end up changing a perfectly good part and 
end up with something worse. Just a little bit of cooling and then watching 
how the part recovers as it warms back to room temp will help to tell you if 
the part is OK or not. It should smoothly drift back to room temp value. 

If it still jumps around after a few minutes at nearly room temp and it's 
not 

apparently dripping with moisture it may still not be bad. Verify your cold 
test with 

a warm test by bringing a soldering iron tip nearby, shining an incandescent 
lamp or laser beam on the part, or blowing warm air on the part with a hair 
dryer. Finding a correct temperature compensating part replacement is like 
searching for the Holy Grail.
